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MARKET  REVIEW 

Deliveries  for  United  States  consumption  through  March  16,  1957 
were  215,000  tons  less  than  during  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.    It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  last  quarter  of  1956  deliveries 
exceeded  those  of  the  last  quarter  of  1955  by  254,000  tons.  Appar- 
ently buyers  have  reduced  their  inventories  from  the  high  levels  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  levels  which  are  normal  or  less  than 
normal  for  this  season.    With  the  period  of  higher  seasonal  usage 
approaching,  demand  for  refined  sugar  is  expected  to  strengthen. 

Refiners'  stocks  were  reported  to  be  approximately  500,000  tons 
on  March  2,  about  the  same  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Although 
60,000  less  than  at  the  end  of  February  1956,  they  were  100,000 
tons  above  the  average  for  the  same  date  in  the  preceding  five  years. 
With  stocks  at  a  relatively  high  level  and  distribution  slow,  refiners 
have  not  been  under  pressure  to  purchase  raw  sugar  supplies. 

Domestic  raw  sugar  prices  at  New  York,  duty  paid,  averaged  6.16 
cents  per  pound  from  March  1  through  March  15.    The  average 
price  for  the  year  through  that  date  was  6.21  cents  per  pound  as 
compared  to  5.90  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Wholesale  refined 
sugar  prices  at  New  York  have  remained  at  9  . 10  cents  per  pound 
since  late  last  year.    The  differential  between  raw  and  refined  prices 
for  the  year  through  March  15  thus  has  averaged  2.89  cents  as  com- 
pared to  2.75  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  quotations  are  9.10  cents  per  pound  throughout 
the  Northeast,  8.95  in  the  Southeast  and  8.90  in  the  Gulf  territory. 
In  the  Chicago-West  territory,  refiners  quoted  8.85  but  are  accepting 
day  to  day  business  at  8.70  with  an  additional  .10  cent  allowance  in 
most  of  Illinois,  Southeastern  Wisconsin,  and  the  City  of  St.  Louis. 
In  the  Pacific  Coast  territory,  the  quoted  price  for  cane  sugar  is 
9.10  for  the  states  of  California  and  Arizona  and  in  Reno  and  Las 
Vegas,  Nevada.    In  the  balance  of  the  territory  the  quotation  is 
9.00  cents  with  shipments  being  made  at  8.85  cents.    A  .35  cent 
allowance  is  made  in  Utah.    Deliveries  to  Washington  and  Oregon 
are  being  made  at  varying  prices  below  8.85  cents. 

Beet  processors  quote  8.65  cents  per  pound  in  the  Chicago-West 
territory  but  are  taking  day  to  day  orders  at  8.50  with  a  .  10  cent 
allowance  in  most  of  Illinois,  Southeastern  Wisconsin,  and  St.  Louis. 
Beet  sugar  quotations  are  9.00  cents  in  California,  Arizona,  Reno 
and  Las  Vegas,  Nevada.    The  prices  quoted  for  the  balance  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  is  8.90  cents  but  shipments  are  being  made  at  8.75. 
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Additional  allowances  are  being  made  for  shipments  to  Washington 
and  Oregon  and  a  .35  cent  allowance  is  applicable  to  sales  in  the 
State  of  Utah. 

Production  in  domestic  areas  for  marketing  during  1957  is  ex- 
pected to  exceed  that  of  the  previous  year  by  about  400,000  tons. 
Beet  sugar  production  from  the  1956  crop  is  estimated  at  about 
2,000,000  tons,  270,000  tons  above  that  for  the  previous  crop. 
Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  during  1957  is  estimated  (based  on 
the  sugarcane  production  estimate  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Commerce  of  Puerto  Rico)  at  1,250,000  tons  or  100,000  tons 
above  1956  and  the  Hawaiian  crop  is  currently  estimated  at 
1,  150,000  tons,  a  50,000  ton  increase.    Production  from  the  1956- 
57  mainland  cane  crop  is  now  estimated  at  550,000  tons  or  about 
25,000  tons  less  than  the  previous  year's.  Virgin  Islands  sugar 
production  is  expected  to  be  about  1,200  tons  above  last  year's 
12, 800  tons. 

Production  from  the  current  Philippine  crop  is  estimated  at  about 
the  same  level  as  last  year.    Cuba,  our  principal  foreign  supplier, 
originally  decreed  a  crop  of  5,850,000  short  tons  or  625,000  tons 
more  than  the  previous  year's.    Subsequently,  Cuba  removed  pro- 
duction controls  and  a  somewhat  larger  increase  is  now  expected. 

Following  the  purchase  by  the  Soviet  Union  of  200,000  tons  of  Cuban 
raw  sugar,  the  spot  price  of  world  raw  sugar,  f.a.s.  Cuba,  climbed 
to  6.38  cents  per  pound  on  February  28,  its  highest  level  since 
July  1951.    Subsequently,  the  price  dropped  to  6.05  cents,  but  rose 
to  6.20  cents  on  March  18  after  confirmation  of  a  Soviet  purchase 
of  50,000  tons  of  British  refined  sugar.    Soviet  imports  from  the 
free  market  in  1956  amounted  to  about  245,000  metric  tons,  exports 
to  180,000  tons  and  net  imports  to  65,000  tons.    Indications  are 
that  in  1957  the  Soviet  Union  will  again  be  a  net  importer. 

The  month  ending  March  15  was  the  first  during  the  current  Cuban 
sugar  campaign  when  nearly  all  mills  were  grinding.    The  daily  rate 
of  sugar  production  during  that  period  was  56,961  Spanish  long  tons. 
During  the  preceding  seven  years,  the  daily  rate  of  sugar  production 
during  the  month  ending  March  15  ranged  from  53,885  to  56,705  tons. 
Sugar  extraction  rates  per  ton  of  cane,  cumulatively  through  Febru- 
ary 28,  were  slightly  higher  than  a  year  ago  in  five  of  the  six  Cuban 
provinces  and  nationally  averaged  12.368  percent  compared  with 
12.312  percent  a  year  ago.    While  the  semi-monthly  reporting  on 
completed  sugar  production  and  on  sugar  extraction  rates  is  highly 
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developed  in  Cuba,  the  lack  of  information  on  cane  yields  per  acre 
is  keenly  felt  this  year.    For  several  preceding  years    the  Cuban 
sugar  crop  was  restricted,  the  size  of  the  crop  was  decreed^and 
there  was  no  doubt  about  the  ability  of  the  Cuban  sugar  industry  to 
reach  the  permitted  level  of  production. 

In  the  Dominican  Republic,   arrangements  have  been  made  to 
convert  to  year-around  sugar  grinding.     It  is  expected  that  cal- 
endar year  production  will  reach  at  least  900,000  metric  tons 
of  sugar. 

Italy  thus  far  has  sold  about  70,000  metric  tons  of  sugar  for  export. 
This  would  leave  her  with  a  remaining  carryover  of  at  least 
450,000  tons  or  six  months  of  domestic  requirements  when  the  new 
campaign  starts  on  August  1.    The  domestic  price  of  Italian  stand- 
ard grade  refined  beet  sugar  before  taxes  is  9.04  cents  per  pound 
at  the  mill.    While  this  is  still  somewhat  above  the  current  price 
of  refined  sugar  quoted  by  European  exporters,   it  is  generally 
believed  that  Italy  may  find  it  profitable  to  export  an  additional 
tonnage  at  the  present  world  price  level.    Like  Italy,  India  also 
has  a  considerable  tonnage  of  surplus  sugar  available  and  has  just 
authorized  the  export  sale  of  a  second  50,000  tons. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  meeting  in  London  on  March  6, 
noted  that  its  Statistical  Committee  estimated  world  free  mar- 
ket sugar  supplies  available  in  1957  at  6,300,000  metric  tons 
compared  with  free  market  requirements  of  5,650,000  tons. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  supply  figure  includes  about  350,000 
tons  of  beet  sugar  from  the  fall  1957  crop.     Furthermore,  some 
part  of  the  estimated  cane  sugar  export  supplies  of  Peru, 
Indonesia,  the   Dominican  Republic  and  Argentina  will  not  become 
available  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year.    Despite  the  fact 
that  world  market  requirements  tend  to  be  relatively  heavy  in 
the  first  three  quarters  and  to  taper  off  in  the  last  quarter, 
the  estimate  of  calendar  year  requirements  at  5,650,000  tons 
(650,000  tons  less  than  supplies)  would  indicate  that,  assuming 
an  orderly  flow,  there  will  be  enough  sugar  in  the  world  to 
meet  requirements. 
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SUGAR  DELIVERIES  BY  TYPES  OF  BUYERS,  FOURTH 
 QUARTER  AND  CALENDAR  YEAR  1956  

Due  to  incomplete  reporting  in  this  statistical  series, 
the  total  (160,400,000  hundredweight,  refined  basis) 
is  the  equivalent  of  only  96  percent  of  the  8,904,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  of  total  primary  sugar  distri- 
bution.   Most  of  the  incomplete  reporting  is  concen- 
trated in  the  South  and  North  Central  region.    It  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  that  sugar  deliveries  by  primary 
distributors  to  food  processing  industries  are  less  than 
the  sugar  used  by  these  industries  since  they  obtain 
additional  sugar  from  wholesalers  and  retailers.  De- 
tailed tabular  data  are  shown  on  pages  19  to  23. 

Sugar  deliveries  to  all  types  of  buyers  during  the  fourth  quarter  of 
1956  were  considerably  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    In  the  aggre- 
gate, the  increase  amount  to  4,200,000  bags  or  12.1  percent.  By 
contrast,  the  increase  for  the  preceding  three  calendar  year 
quarters  was  only  2,700,000  bags  or  2.2  percent.    Although  non- 
industrial  sugar  users  shared  in  the  fourth  quarter  increase  in 
almost  the  same  proportion  as  industrial  users,  for  the  year  as 
a  whole  deliveries  to  non-industrial  users  showed  little  growth. 

Deliveries  to  the  non-industrial  group  are  made  principally  in  con- 
sumer size  packages.    Deliveries  in  those  packages  increased  by 
only  0.2  percent  and  amounted  to  exactly  one-third  of  the  year's 
total  deliveries. 

Regionally,  increased  sugar  deliveries  were  not  closely  related 
to  population  gains,  as  indicated  below:

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In  the  North  Central  region,  deliveries  during  the  first  three  cal- 
endar year  quarters  of  1956  declined  by  100,000  bags  from  the 
level  of  the  preceding  year;  but  fourth  quarter  deliveries  rose  by 
2,400,000  bags  or  24.1  percent,  a  rise  in  which  all  types  of 
buyers  shared.    By  contrast,  fourth  quarter  deliveries  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  region  increased  by  only  0.3  percent.    In  addition 
to  the  North  Central  region,  last  quarter  deliveries  also  increased 
in  the  West  and  South  where  they  were  13.7  and  11.1  percent, 
respectively,  larger  than  in  the  last  quarter  of  1955.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  February  deliveries  of  sugar  for  continental  U.  S.  consump- 
tion, 532,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary)  down  13.4 
percent  from  February  1956.    Final  data  on  January  1957  de- 
liveries 585,000  short  tons;  the  previously  published  prelimi- 
nary figure  for  that  month  was  573,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors 1  stocks  March  2,  1957,  1,815,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary)  down  11,000  tons  from  January 
31,  1957  and  down  47,000  tons  from  a  year  ago.    During  Febru- 
ary refiners'  stocks  increased  63,000  and  importers'  of  direct- 
consumption  sugar  stocks  12,000  tons;  beet  processors'  stocks 
decreased  81,000  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  5,000 
tons.

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January-February,  1957,  1,335,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  down  169,000  tons  or  11.2  percent  from  same 
period  of  19  56.    Charges  to  the  Philippine  and  Cuban  quotas 
increased;  all  others  were  lower. 

4.  Sugar  deliveries  during  January  19  57  to  the  Middle  Atlantic 
region  were  about  the  same  as  during  January  1956  but  to  the 
other  four  regions  they  were  down  2 . 4  to  19.6  percent.   It  may 
be  recalled  that  deliveries  to  these  four  regions  in  December 
19  56  were  much  larger  than  during  the  same  month  a  year 
earlier.    As  compared  with  December  1956,  deliveries  of  sugar 
during  January  19  57  were  down  38  percent  to  the  North  Central, 
21  percent  to  the  Western,  and  14  percent  to  the  New  England 
region;  deliveries  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  were  up  11  per- 
cent and  to  the  Southern  region  14  percent. 

5.  Deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  to  each  type  of 
buyer  were  larger  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1956  than  during 
the  same  quarter  of  1955.    The  increase  to  industrial  sugar 
buyers  was  13.2  percent  and  to  non-industrial  buyers  11.2  per- 
cent.   These  increases  far  exceeded  the  average  increases  for 
the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  over  the  corresponding 
quarters  of  1955.    For  the  1956  calendar  year  the  increase  over 
1955  in  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  was  7.0  percent  and  to 
non-industrial  buyers  2.1  percent.    For  additional  discussion 
of  deliveries  by  types  of  buyers  see  pages    5  and  6.
